Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Derrington discussed a possibility of amendment to bring this 
application and co-pending application S/N 1 1/580,138 for condition for allowance, specially if independent claim is 
amended by adding "subsequent negotiation", or step of claim 10.
